While Cashier Henry W. Hering was rob- 
bing the Milwaukee Avenue State bank in 
his jocular, high handed way he did not for- 
get the bank examiner, Cassius C. Jones, 


| who at any time might have stumbled upon 


the tremendous operations in forgery and 
When, at the close of his first five-years of 


Examiner Jones had not once stumbled into 
the morass of frauds he made the official a 
present of a case of choice imported cham-~- 
pagne. Jones admits the receipt of the wine, 
but declares that it was sent anonymously 
and that he had no idea where it came from 
until after it had been consumed Other- 
wise he would have returned it, Jones says. 

The circumstances of the gift to the bank 
examiner transpired yesterday in the further 
delving into the record of knavery so succese- 
fully concealed-from the state authorities. It 
appears that Jones began examining the Mil- 
waukee avenue institution about the time 
Hering commenced his operations on the 
bank’s credit. That was in 1896. Jones was 
first appointed bank examiner in 1891, but 
when Altgeld took office, in 1892, Jones went 
out and was not reappointed until 1800. 0 

Jones Comes Once a Tear. 

In the period from 1886 to 1001 Walter 
Frantsen .stole $40,000 from the bank and 
Hering considerably more. At any rate, the 
shortage in 1901 was $251,000. During this 
time Jones examined the bank oncea year, 
He would come and sit in the Uttle back 
office while Hering would carry out the 
securities for his inspection. Hering and 
Stensland were always genial and Jones 


was unsuspecting. 


A short time before Christmas, 1901, Her-

ing sent Jones a holiday gift of a case of 
wine. This was about the time that Jones 
resigned from the auditor’s department to 
accept a position with the Chicago Title and 
Trust company. Whether Hering knew 
Jones had resigned does not appear. At any 


rate, Assistant Bank Examiner Heath in- | 
spected the bank from this time until 1904. 


In the meantime Jones had returned to the 
state’s service in the fall of 1908, but he did 
not inspect the bank again until Nov. 18.

AGAIN IN SIGHT 
BY TAFT'S HELP, 


Moderates Agree to NameCom- 
mittee of Six toTreat with 
Rebels and Liberals 
for Terms. 


PALMA MAY SAVE PLACE, 


Congress Will Receive President's 
Resignation, but Table It 
Pending Result of New 
Negotiations, 


HAVANA, Sept. 26.—The Cuban.pendulom 
swung from war to peace today. Once more 
there is a chance that the government and 
the rebels will come to terms and that the 
United States will not de compelled 0 in- 


They agreed to appoint a committee of six 
to negotiate terms of peace with a Uke com- 
mittee of the rebele and liberals, leaving 
all points upon which no agreement is 
reached to the arbitration of the American 
commissioners. 

The moderates have abandoned the condi- 
tion that the rebels must first lay down their 
arms before negotiations can commence. 

When congress meets on Friday the resig- 
nations of President Palma and Vice Pree 
ident Capote will be received and laid on 
the table pending the new negotiations. _ 
It is tacitly understood by the committees 
of the two parties that unless an agreement 
is reached this week, armed American inter- 
vention will ensue. The moderates deolare 
that theappointment of a committee to nego- 
tiate with the liberals does not mean the 
conceding of new elections. 


Taft’s Threat Brings Result. 

The moderates were brought to terms by 
a verbal ultimatum delivered by Secretary 
Taft today in which he declared that unless 
they consented to a fair arbitration the Unit- 
ed States would compel the same by a tem- 
porary military occupation. Such occupan- 
cy, Secretary Taft said, would not mean 
American sovereignty. It would continue 
only until new elections had been held a new

The meeting was held at the residence of 
Senator Dols, president of the senate, More 
than sixty persons were present. They m- 
cluded Vice President Mendes Capote, nearly 
all the members of the cabinet, and almost 
all the leading senators and representatives.

No sooner had the meeting. assembled than 
the pentup indignation against the American 
peace commissioners broke forth, Severai

The speakers shouted denunciationsagainst 
the American government and hotly insisted 
that the moderate party should appeal to 
the powers of the world for protection 
against the ysurpation of the 3 
of Cube by the Wr States.

had plenty of dynamite in Havana, which 
would be used to precipitate those interne- 
tional complications that accrue from the 
destruction of foreign property.

Certain American properties were specifi- 
cally mentioned as convenient for such at- 
tacks. Several speakers even said that they 
would prefer Germany or Great Britain in 
Cuba to the United States. 


Begin to Cool Off. 


This talk subsided after an hour and half 
and the meeting then settled down to the 
cuestion whether it was not possible to reopen 
the negotiations with the peace commis- 
sioners. 

The one point upon which the meeting was 
unanimous was that the cardinal condition 
of the reopening af negotiations should be 
that the moderates insist that the commis- 
sioners require the rebels to lay down their 
arms before proceeding to negotiate. 

After a brief consideration, in which no 
difference of opinion was shown, it was agreed 
that Acting Secretary of the Interior Mon- 
talvo should visit the American con)mission- 
ers and acquaint them with the party’s in- 
sistence on this condition. 

Sefior Montalvo, therefore, proceeded to 
the American legation and submitted this 
condition to Messrs. Taft and Bacon, adding 
that if the proposition was not acceptable to 
them the government forces would refuse to 
lay down their arms, or deliver them either 
to the rebels or the commissioners. He re- 
minded Secretary Taft that the commission 
came to Cuba simply as mediators for the 
pacification of the island, and that the steps 
taken to this end by the commissioners should 
be bounded by the provisions of the Cuban 
constitution. | 

First Proposal Rejected. 

The solution proposed by the commission- 
ers, Sefior Montalvo asserted, were conducive 
not to peace, but to war, as such solution 
offered incentive to further revolution as 
a result of the victory which the revolution- 
ists would obtain through the action of the 
commissioners. Sefior Montalvo concluded 
with these words: 

“Only on a basis of law and justice can 
the moderates continue treating for peace.“ 

In the meanwhile Senator Dolz had been 
sent for by Secretary Taft. He appeared at 
the American legation, and made the follow- 
ing proposition, requesting the opinion of the 
commissioners thereon: 

That both sides appoint committees of six 
to treat for peace, but with the prior condi- 
tion that the rebels lay down their arms. 

Secretary Taft approved of this with the 
exception that i was unfair to make the 
rebels lay down their arma before the accept- 
ance by both parties of a formal agreement 
to abide by the terms of the ultimate de- 
cision. Sefior Dolz returned to the assembly 
and reported the results of his efforts. 


Bitter Against United States. 
During the absence of Sefiors Montalvo and 


Dole the assembly took a recess, during 
Which Vice President Mendez Capote made 


the following statement: 

It ie utterly impossible for us to reopen 
negotiations with the peace commissioners 
unless they compel the rebele to lay down 
their arms. The American commissioners 
have shown marked partiality. They have 
not regarded these men as rebels, but have 
simply treated with them as an armed force 
in tie field.. Never before has the American 
government treated with rebels. It wae not 
done under the McKinley administration in 
the previous Cuban revolution. It looks 
much as though the American warships were 
here for the purpose of backing up the rebels’ 
cause. 

“The American navy, however, is not the 
only one. Other nations also have large in- 
terests in Cuba, and it would be easier for us 
to precipitate the intervention of some other 
government than that of the United States. 
What an easy thing it would be for us to 
destroy the property of British or German 
subjects and how quickly we would see here 
the warships of those nations. We may not 
be the most enlightened people in the world, 
but we are not fools.” 

At the resumption of the meeting and after 
hearing and ‘hastily discussing the views of 
Secretary Taft, the assembly precipitatéely 
receded from its various contentions that the 
rebels must lay down their arms before ne- 
gotiations could be reopened, and resolved to 
notify Secretary Taft that they would ap- 
point a committee of six to meet a similar 
committee from the liberals to negotiate 
peace terms, leaving all points upon which no 
agreement was reached to the arbitration ot 
the American commissioners. 


Palma’s Letter to Taft. 


The following is the text of President 
Palma's letter of yesterday to the American 
peace commissioners, Secretary Taft and 
Assistant Secretary of State Bacon, an- 
nouncing that he intends to resign the pres!- 
dency and refusing the peace terms offered 
to him: 

“ Honorable Sirs: I have the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt of your note of yes- 
terday, the 24th, in which you express in a 
general way your opinions and points of 
view, according to your own personal in- 
vestigation, of the cause of the present re- 
bellion in Cuba, its state, and the means to 
finish it, in order to re@éstablish peace and 
order and public quiet in the country. 

T could raise some objections, and prove 
them, to your estimate of the numbers of the 
armed insurgents and the sympathy to which 
you consider them entitled. But it is useless 
now to enter upon a discussion of this kind, 
in view of the course you have adopted and 
your resolution to make peace by all means. 

It is therefore my only purpose, in cour- 
teously replying to your note, to repeat here, 
in brief, what I expressed in the conference 
you kindly had with me last night—namely: 
that I consider the conditions you understand 
to be necessary for the rebels to lay down 
their arms contrary to my persona! dignity 
and the prestige of the government over 
which I preside, and that I have accordingly 
taken the irrevocable decision to present to 
congress my resignation of the office to which 
Il was appointed by the will of the Cuban 
people at the last presidential elections.“ 


/QUESADA ARRIVES IN HASTE. 


Cuban Minister to United States Returns 
from Europe Under Urgent Re- 
quest from President Palma. 


New York, Sept. 26.—Gonzalo de Quesada, 
Cuban minister to the United States, was 
one of the passengers on the liner Majestic, 
which arrived tonight from Liverpool. He 
is a close friend and supporter of President 
Paima. 

He admitted the seriousness of the situa- 
tion in Cuba, but said he felt sure that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would do what was right 
to the island republic.

Nothing but the assertion of the American 
peace commission that otherwise 7,500 men 
would land and that the island would be 
taken from both sides by the United States 
has brought this about. The threat has been 
a great incentive to patriotism, but, as Mr. 
Taft said tonight, facts in Havana are 
dreams the next day. And all danger of a 
sudden quixotic move by one side or the other 
is not yet over. ; 


Weakets Platt Amendment. 

It was generally expected the Taft com- 
mission would support the government, be- 
cause it had promised to carry out the treaty 
of Paris in suppressing uprisings against 
the constitutional government and because 


the United States had secured its adoption 


of the Platt amendment to enable it to help 
it to do so and distinctly not to allow the 
United States to interfere in the interior 
politics of the island. 

It is declared that this construction of the 
Platt amendment kept peace on the island 
five years, but that now all force of the 
amendment is gone, as any dissatisfied party 
can claim the right to rebel and call on the 
United States to come in only as arbitrators. 

This may prove a source of trouble here- 
after, as many of the moderates already 
are talking of revolution if the liberals se- 
cure an advantage from the present uprising. 
The prospect for permanent peace there- 
fore is not regarded as brilliant, however 
successful Messrs. Taft and Bacon may be. 


Palma Is Heart Broken. 

Tonight, however, it looks as if the way 
was again open for a settlement and for the 
continuance of the Cuban republic. Its 
head, however, may not be President Tomas 
Estrada Palma. At least he persists that he 
has resigned-and the urgent messages from 
Oyster Bay have had no effect on his deter- 
mination to lay down his office. 

Palma’s friends say he has been hurt to 
the quick by the failure of President Roose- 
velt to support him and his government, as- 
surances of which, his friends say, he has 
had by word and message. He is said to be 
crushed and heart broken be the unfavorable 
stand taken by Secretary Taft. 

The fact is, no stand except for peace and 
friendly arrangement has been taken by Sec- 
retary Taft. President Palma and all the 
moderates seem to have failed to understand 
the English significance of the word “ sug- 
gest. Secretary Taft in presenting the 
points of the liberals did so with suggestions 
as to their acceptance. His suggestions 
were taken as demands. Hence the great 
rumpus of yesterday when President Palma 
and his cabinet resigned. It was planned 
yesterday, as cabled last night, to have the 
moderates refrain from attending congress, 
so the resignations would not be accepted. 
By this it was planned to force the hand of 
the United States. It would leave a govern- 
ment and yet no government, a Spanish trick, 
and would seem to make it necessary for 
Secretary Taft to come to terms or take the 
island. Then it was intended to call the at- 
tention of all the South American republics 
to the spectacle of the United States ousting 
a constitutional government and setting up 
one of its own. 


Taft Plays Yankee Trick. 

Secretary Taft then played a peculiarly 
Yankee trick. He said emphatically that if 
the time came when the United States dis- 
covered a government that would not gov- 
ern, it would immediately supply one, and 
he wired to Washington for two more bat- 
tleships.

Perhaps there are still 
who favor abandoning 
government in the air, 
that when congress meets 
accept President Palma’s rebi 
does not withdraw it, and elect his successor, 
who is not yet determined. In truth, the re- 
tirement of President Palma may be one

The suggestion of arbitration on the part 
of the moderates came from Senator Dol, 
who suggested today to the peace commis- 
sion that a committee from both sides meet 
to see if they could agree upon the points 
to be arbitrated, but that in the meantime 
the rebels may lay down their arms. 


First Offer One Sided. 


“In other words,” said Secretary Taft, 
“you want the rebels to disarm to see if you 
can agree with them on the points of differ- 
ence between you, with no promises that 
you will arbitrate these points, or be bound 
by the decision of any one after you have 
learned what they are. That would hardly 
accomplish anything. The rebels would hard- 
ly agree to lay down their arms to try it. 
Now, will the moderates appoint a committee 
to meet a committee of liberals if both will 
agree to submit the points on which they 
can't agree to Mr. Bacon and myself and 
promise to accept our decision, the laying 
down of arms to take place when the cage 
is in our hands?“ 

Senator Polz, after a little, said he thought 
this could be brought about and that he 
would try. 

Secretary Taft seems to feel that he will 
succeed and that he and Mr. Bacon will soon 
be able to settle the whole controversy. 


Much Depends on Friday. 

Senator Zayas of the liberals is relied on 
to save the country from being without a gov- 
ernment through the refusal of the mod- 
erate congressmen to attend the session on 
Friday. Many of them have cooled off a g00d 
deal and are more reasonable today when 
they see that if they thus bring a condition of 
anarchy on the country Secretary Taft cer- 
tainly will supply a provisional government 
and they would be absolutely dead in Cuban 
political life hereafter, Secretary Taft's pro- 
gram of setting up another Cuban republic 
interested them in the future.

Change in Fortunes of Cuba. 

There came a change in the fortunes of 
Cuba. ,.McKinley was elected and a repub- 
lican administration succeeded’ that of 
Grover Cleveland. Sitting on the lawn with 
Wiliam MoKinley at ~ home in Canton 
during the summer of 1 before the nomj- 
nation of Bryan, he told me that in his opin- 
ion intervention in Cüba would become 
necessary. When he was inaugurated as 
president one of the first things he did was to 
give attention to affairs in the Spanien 
islands. William J. Calhoun of Danvilla, 
III., now of Chicago, was sent to Cuba as 
the confidential agent of the president. 

After that events followed fast. Palma 
and his irregular legation were recognized 
at the state department semi-officially by 
John Sherman, who had succeeded Mr. 
Olney. The temperature of Washington was 
distinctly different for Cubans. Public opin- 
ion in the United States following upon the 
election of McKinley rapidly precipitated a 
war with Spain, and Estrada Palma, who in 
the first place had been recognized only as a 
private citizen, was speedily accorded the title 
of minister from Cuba, although no such 
country actually existed. 


Cubans Long Skeptical. 

Even Cubans then did not believe they ever 
would be independent, They were not pre- 
pared for the scrupulous way in which the 
United States decided to execute what was 
known as the Teller resolution, which de- 
clared that this country did not propose to 
exercise sovereignty over Cuba. They were 
quite ready to become a vassal state of the 
United States, much as Egypt has been of 
Great Britain. Even up to the last minute 
they were diffident about believing this coun- 
try would permit them .to become inde- 
pendent. McKinley, who had originated their 
independence, had died and Roosevelt had 
taken his place, but the independence of Cuba 
was none the less assured, although its own 
leading citizens were doubtful about its per- 
manence. 

Confidential advice from Spaniards and 
Cubans alike resulted in the passage of what 
is known as the Platt amendment, which was 
incorporated into the constitution of Cuba 
as a condition of its independence, and under 
which President Roosevelt today is assuming 
to intervene in a way which can mean noth- 
ing else but the annexation of the island, a 
thing which would have happened in 1897 
had it not been for the so-called Teller reso- 
lution, which was passed before the Spanish 
war and at a time when congress was not 
thoroughly alive to the situation. 


Honor in Bond Issue. 


Estrada Palma in the fullness of time was 
elected president of the Cuban republic. 
When that event happened Tur TRIBUNE 
sent me to see him in his home at Central 
Valley, N. T1. While there as his guest I 
learned some things about the future presi- 
dent of the newest American republic which 
I never have forgotten, and which throw 
a splendid light upon his character as a pub- 
lic man. 

It was at that time evident to everybody 
that the first thing the new Cuban republic 
would do would be to legalize the bonds it 
had issued when it was only a bush govern- 
ment and was vainly fighting Spanish sol- 
diers in the hope of pétting up a front suffi- 
cient to interest the people of the United 
States and procure our intervention. Noone 
knew how extensive this bond issue had been. 
Every bond was issued by Estrada Palma 
and the infant republic of Cuba was morally 
if not legally bound to provide for the pay- 
ment of these securities. The public mind 
in the United States had been prepared for 
a large issue. It was generally supposed 
millions upon millions had been spent in fili- 
bustering expeditions and in maintaining an 
informal at Washington for so many 
years. It was a moral certainty, whatever 
the amount of these bonds might be, the new 
repu on under the protection of 
the United States would assume their pay- 


ment. f 
Palma of Democratic Tastes. | 

When I saw Gen. Palma in his home at 
Central Valley, N. T., in the winter which 
preceded his, assumption of the presidency 
of Cuba, the amount of bonds circulated by 
the bush government was still unknown. 
Palma had been in this country for over 
twenty years. He was more of an American 
than a Spaniard. He had been engaged in 


the old ten year war in Cuba and he had 


taken a solemn oath then not to return to 
the island while controlled it. He had 
had the experience of a Spanish prison 


and 
this added emphasis to the dignity of his 
oath, which he scrupulously kept. He came 


to the United States, ignored the amnesty 
proclaimed by Spain, and after a period of 
time established a schbdol at Central Valley. 

It was in the dining room of the school in 
this secluded New York town on a bitter 
winter day I had the honor of being serve: 
at dinner by a president. Every now an 
then.Gen. Palma jumped up from his seat 
and came back of mine to see that I had all 
of the homely fare there was going, There 
never was a more democratic man, nor, I 
may whisper it now, one more in love with 
the institutions of the United States. He 
had been elected president of the independ- 
ent Ae public, but if I am any judge of mo- 
tives ot men, Estrada Palma would have been 
more than willing to see Cuba annexed to 
the United States at the outset, and this, I 
believe, is the real key to the present situa- 
tion in Havana. 

Bond Issue $3,500,000. 

The one thing which I desire to bring out 
is the fact that this first president of the 
latest American republic was honest in a 
way which could not be understood, per- 
haps; by some of our recent captains of 
finatiée. As I have explained, the entire 
amount of the original Cuban bond issue 
was left in the hands of Estrada Palma. 
Wheh the United States intervened in Cuba, 
and after peace with Spain, he knew, as all 
the world knew, that an independent re- 
public would be set up and that it at once 
would assume the moral obligation of pay- 
ing the bonds he had issued to provide the 
preliminary agitation and to send arms and 
ammunition to the rebéls in the bush. 

It generally was supposed the amount of 
the debt thus created by Palma was from 
$10,000,000 to $40,000,000. This one man, and 
he only, knew how much money had been 
spent, how many bonds had been issued. 
When I met him at Central Valley, after his 
election to the presidency of Cuba, he took 
me into his little office room in an humble 
boarding school, which had been abandoned 
only a week before, and showed me the rec- 
ord of these bonds. I was surprised to find 
that they aggregated only, as I remember 
the figures, about $3,500,000. Some of these 
bonds, as President Palma told me, had 
been taken at their face value by patriotic 
Cubans in the United States. Some of them 
had been sold at ruinous discount on the 
shady side of the marketin New York. They 
had all been signed by Palma and they were 
all morally certain to be redeemed by the 
new republic. 

Integrity First Thought. 

While we thus were chatting after dinner 
it occurred to me that there was nothing be- 
tween this man, this Americanized Cuban 
school teacher, and a great fortune, except 
his own sense of integrity. If he had signed 
that night $10,000,000 worth of those bonds 
and placed them among his own good friends 
for collection no one would have been the 
wiser. I mentioned the fact to Gen. Palma, 
and it: was curious to see the expression of 
amazement which came into his eyes. A 
few strokes of the pen would have made the 
poor schoolmaster an enormously rich man. 
He knew this, and he went to Cuba to assume 
the presidency of a new republic so poor that 
he had scarcely money enough to pay the 
passage of himself and family to the island. 

They were plain people, those Palmas, and 
I still cherish the letter and photograph he 
sent me in return for the pair of skates I 
had ordered for one of the boys at a village 
store. Because of the democracy of this 
man, because of the fact that he resisted 
temptation to make himself rich at the ex- 
pense of his country, I feel wholly justified 
in saying that if Cuba cannot get along with 
Paima it is entirely unfit to have a separate 
existence of its own, and must take its place, 
as Porto Rico, among the list of island terri- 
tories of the United States.

ELKS’ RULER IN AUTO WRECK. 


Machine Rams Car in Oakland, Cal., and

Even if Republic Is Maintained 
American Soldiers May Have 
to Police Island. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26:—[Special-]— 
Havana will be in the possession of American 
bluejackets and marines at noon on Friday. 
\ This is the confident expectation of admin- 
istration officials in Washington, particularly 
those in the war and navy departments, who 
are working strenuously to com s their 
Anal preparations by that date. 

Tonight's news from Havana, of course, 
may affect the army and navy plans, but 
not immediately: It le not yet certain that 
the moderate liberal parties will agree. Again, 
it is almost certain that a condition approach- 
ing anarchy will follow the attempt to in- 
duce. the rebels to lay down their arms. 

In fact there are hints th the dispatches 
late ‘tonight that even with peace restored 
the United States may be compelled to land 
marines at many ports and even to send an 
army to police the entire island. 

For this reason the war and navy depart- 
ments will continue their preparations 60 
as to be in readiness to meet any emergency. 

The first orders for the mobilization of 
troops have been issued and the president, in 
answer to an inquiry today, was notified that 
they could start when he gave the word; but 
they will not proceed to the ports from which 
they are to embark for Havana until he tele- 
graphs the necessary authorization. 

The administration will only admit forcible 
intervention in Cuba when Havana is occu- 
pied by the American forces and the presi- 
dent has issued his proclamation announcing 
the coup. As.a matter of fact the United 
States already has intervened forcibly. Blue- 
jackets and marines were landed at Clen- 
fuegos and Sagua la Grande some pays ago, 
but today, according to a dispatch received 
from Commander Fullam, commanding the 
Marietta, an expeditionary force was sent 
into the interior to guard American and for- 
eign estates which were menaced by the in- 


surgents. 


Cubans Resent Landing. 

The importance of the landing of men at 
Cienfuegos and its vicinity has been mini- 
mized by authorities because of their desire 
not to embarrass negotiations of Secretary 
Taft. But the Cubans are resenting the 
presence of the Americans on their soil and 
it has been only by the exercise of a great 
deal of tact that a conflict has been avoided. 

The expectation of the authorities that the 
oceupation of Havana will occur at noon on 
Friday is due in part to the specific orders 
they have received and to deductions made 
from the dispatches of the president and 
Secretary Taft. If the government of 
Cuba marches out of office on Friday, the 
insurgents will advance to take possession 
of the city. It is proposed to hold the blue- 
jackets and marines under arms, ready to 
be thrown aphore at the slightest sign of dis- 
order. ‘ 1 . ‘ 

Gen. Bell conferred this afternoon with 
Gen. Ainsworth, who occupies the position 
of military secretary, in regard to the number 
of troops which should comprise the first 
expedition, ana the arrangements to be made 
for increasing the army by additional enlist- 
ments which the president has indicated he 
will author'ze. 

Not more than .6,000 men can be sent in 
the first expedition, which will be command 
ed by Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, who 
arrived today in Havana, but more are 
to go until a total of 40,000 men are in occu- 
pation. 

Will Use Panama Steamers. 

The army has been embarrassed by lack 
of transports, but the activity today was 
responsible for the commissioning of the 
Summer, now at the New York navy yard, 
which was authorized yesterday by the pres- 
ident, and by the assignment to the depart- 
ment of the steamers Alllanca, Advance, 
Finance, Panama, and Colon, which are the 
property of the Panama Railroad company. 

In the meantime, the navy will be depended 
upon to maintain order in Havana and at 
any other ports which may be disturbed by 
insurgent operations, The navy will not 
go into the interior of the island because 
this is considered primarily the work of 
the army. 

At the rate of speed they were ordered to 
make, the battleships Kentucky and Indiana 
should reach Havana by Sunday. These 
vessels carry 500 marines drawn from the 
North Atlantic fleet. Between 800 and 900 
marines will sail tomorrow from Boston. 
Norfolk, and Philadelphia, and marines 
that are at Key West, Fia., Pensacola. 
Fla., and Algiers, La., will take the first 
available steamers for Havana. 

It is desired to appbint as military governor 
of Havana a man of the same ability as Ma j 
Gen. William Ludlow, who occupied this posi- 
tion during the first occupation. Gen. Ludlow 
was charged with everything which related to 
the collection and disbursement oi revenues 
of 2 port 2 city and its police, sanitation, 
and general government, under regu! 
prescribed by the president. —— 

The proclamation, which will be issued by 
direction of the president when occupation 
actually occurs, if it does, will declare that 
the sole object of intervention is to give pro- 
tection to the people, security to person and 
property, to restore confidence, to encourage 
the people to resume the pursuits of peace 
and to afford full protection in the exercise of 
all civil and religious rights.

Resigns from Traction Directory.

Soon the party left the train and walked the 
short distance toward the entrance to the 
prison.

Warden Murphy was in 
Jacksom county attending the fair and the 
duty of receiving Stensland as a convict de- 
volved upon Assistant Deputy Warden Kane, 
Stensiand was treated exactly like any other 
prisoner. He seemed to have a dim idea of 
what to expect, for he turned the pockets of 
his trim gray sack sult wrong side out without 
waiting for a search by a guard.

bathhouse. 

Mrs, Sandberg watched the bent figure as 
if fascinated until he rounded a corner at the 
far end of the walk without once looking 
backward. His every step had betokened 
the quintessence of dejection and bitter grief. 


Mrs. Sandberg Faints. 

The daughter turned pale and stumbled 
when she turned her face towards the other 
silent watchers. Then she tottered to the 
warden’s office and collapsed from the strain. 
She was revived, but the memory of the 
day’s events proved too much for her again. 
She fainted several times before she finally 
was persuaded to go into the open air. 

Stensland first was given a bath and fur- 
nished with a regulation prison suit.of cadet 
gray. Only incorrigible prisoners are dressed 
in stripes nowadays. Those assigned to cler- 
ical work are permitted to wear light blouses 
of cottom with blue vertical stripes. It was 
stated that Stensland probably will be given 
clerical occupation. 

After the prisoner had been properly reg- 
tetered, measured by the Bertillon system, 
and had his mustache shaved off and his hair 
cut, he was placed in the solitary cell for 
the night. His supper was the regulation 
prison fare. Warden Murphy, who arrived 
in the evening, declared that Theodore 
Steneland would not be permitted to say 
good-by to his father until today, if he calis 
to see him. The prisoner will be photo- 
graphed today and given an examination by 
the prison physician. Stensland is troubled 
with bronchitis, although his general health 
is considered by Warden Murphy to be good. 

The receipt was Riven by the warden to 
Jailer Whitman, a similar receipt was sent

* closed.”’ 

Quick Work a Surprise. 

The record breaking incarceration of Stens- 
land was something of a surprise, even to 
the mien who accomplished it. It had been 
considered that it might be found advisable 
to keep him in jail here for a time so that 
he might be at hand to testify in the other 
bank cases. He asked, however, to begin 
his sentence at once, and it was decided to 
bring him to Chicago from Joliet when he 
is needed. 

When the train arrived from New York, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson had 


Stensland taken down in an elevator from 


the statiow platform to avoid the throng 
that had gathered. A cab was in waiting 
om the Sherman street side of the station, 
and before the crowd knew just what was 
happening, Stensland, Assistant State’s At- 
torney Olson, Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barbour, and Detective Joseph Kinder were 
being driven north.

In State’s Attorney’s Office. 

Stensland was taken first to State’s At- 
torney Healy’s office. After a talk of con- 
siderable length with that official he was 
led into Judge Kersten’s court. The court 
was called to order by Bailiff Steinert, and 
Stensland walked up to the bar and looked 
straight into the eyes of the judge whom, 
in happier days, he had known as a per- 
sonal friend. 

“Your honor,” said Assistant State’s At- 
torney Olson, Paul O. Stensland is in 
court and wishes to enter pleas of guilty on 
two indictments—one charging embezgzle- 
ment and the other charging violation of the 
state banking laws. Indictment No. 1,725 
charges the defendant with receiving a de- 
posit of a check for 00 after he knew his 
bank was insolvent, in violation of the 
banking laws. Indictment No. 1, 788 c 
embessiement of $1,000,000 from the + 
waukee Avenue State bank. 

Mr. Stensland is desirous to enter pleas 
of guilty in both charges and declares the 
amount of embezglement of which he re- 
ceived benefit was $400,000. In this con- 
nection I desire to state that Mr. Stensland 
has given the state full facts in regard to 
the bank and its failure, together with the 
names of all persons Involved in the affair. 
He has promised to aid the state in every 
way possible and to be its witness whenever

When asked 
if he was represented by an attorney he 
answered, No,“ in a low voice. 

“Do you know the meaning - and 
significance of this procedure?” asked Judge 
Kersten. 

Fes, responded the 
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-expressed a willingness to make atonement

upon me, having known you so long and so 
pleasantly as a citizen andfriend. Your case 
is an extraordinary one. For many years 
you ocoupied a position of prominence in 
both the social and the business life of Chi- 
cago. The possibilities of your future were 
unlimited. You enjoyed the confidence and 
esteem of all who knew you. You were looked 
up to and honored by all. 

The patrons of your bank believed you to 
be an honest man and trusted you implicitly. 
They believed you the essence of business 
honor and manhood. You saw fit to betray 
that confidence, and must now suffer the 
punishment which the law provides. There 
is one redeeming feature in your case, how- 
ever. Instead of demanding the formality 
of a trial-in the Criminal court you have come 
here voluntarily, confessed your guilt and 


for your wrong. 

Tou have also given the state’s attorney 
full information in regard to the wrecking 
of the bank and the names of all persons 
connected with you in the affair. You have 
consented to become a witness for the state 
in the prosecution of these men. The people 
of Chicago insist upon the fullest investiga- 
tion of this crimeand the prompt punishment 
of all those connected with the affair. I am 
sorry you are in this situation today, but I 
am obliged to do my duty under the law. 
Paul O. Stensland, have you anything to 
say before sentence is passed upon you?’ 

„No,“ said Stensland. 

Then the sentence was pronounced and. 
the ex-banker was started for the peni- 
tentiary. 

Prepares to Prosecute Others. 


With Stensland lodged in a penitentiary 
cell and available as a witness for the prose- 
cution, State’s Attorney Healy turned his 
attention later in the day to the work of con- 
victing Cashier Hering, Walter Frantzen, 
and other persons having knowledge of the 
stealing in the bank. 

In entering upon thie task the prosecutor 
is armed with a full confession in which 
Stensland named all the persons involved. 
Mr. Healy has detectives collecting evidence 
against the men thus accused, and indict- 
ments against them are expected to be voted, 
if at all, by the present grand jury. Someof 
the men accused are minor bank officials, and 
most of them gamblers who fed upon Hering’s 
plunder. r. Healy declined to reveal the 
names, saying they would be made public 
in due time. 

Hering will be placed on trial within two 
or three weeks, perhaps even earlier, 
Frantzen will be tried immediately after- 
ward, and then come the directors of the 
bank, who were indicted. 


May Combine Conflicting Suite 


An important development of the day was 
the prospect that the filibustering litigation 
in which the receivership has become involved 
will be settled amicably and Mr. Fetzer left 
in charge of the assets under the jurisdiction 
of the Superior court. Attorney General

Recounts Work on Hagemann 
Burglary That Mahoney Says 
He Framed Up.“

An echo of City Statistician Hugo S. Gros- 
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to two men. 


Inspector Patrick J. Lavin, accused of 
“framing up the Hagemann burglary, 
using a policeman as a dupe, and retaining 
two diamonds as part of the proceeds of an- 
other burglary, testified in his own behalf 
yesterday for the first time since the filing 
of the charges. The accused police official 
went on the witness stand before the trial 
board and told in detail the entire story of the 
Hagemann burglary and his connection with 
the Weber burglary. 

Inspector Lavin included the story of his 
life. Beginning with the time when, as a 12 
year old boy, he got his first job, he told of 
his difficult fight, first for a living for him- 
self, then for his wife and children, and later 
for recognition on the Chicago police force. 

Then Attorney Rosenthal led the witness 
down to the time that he was captain at the 
Stockyards station and the days just pre- 
ceding the Hagemann burglary. It was 
concerning the proposed examination for in- 
epectors, which is alleged to have furnished 
the incentive for the then Capt. Lavin’s 
connection with the case, that the first ques- 
tion was propounded. 

“When did you take your examination for 
inspector?” 

Either in January or February, 1902: 1 
can't just remember.“ 


Asks About the Burglary. 

“Did you know previous to the commis- 
sion of the Hagemann burglary that there 
was to be an examination for eligible candi- 
Gates for the inspectorship?“ 

No. I had no means of knowing that 
fuch an examination was to be held. I guess 
nobody knew it at that time.“ 

Did you know Policeman Mahoney?’ 

“Not at that time. I knew that a police- 
man of that name was traveling a beat out 
of the station, but I didn’t know him. 

Thus in a few words the inspector disposed 
of the entire story told in Mahoney’s affidavit 
dealing with the plotting which was sup- 
posed to have gone on in the station before 
the burglary. Attorney Rosenthal read 
statement after statement from the printed 
affidavit lying on the table before him, ask- 
ing the witness in each case if they were 
true. 

“I never made such a statement,“ That 
is untrue,’’ were the answers in each case. 

“ As a matter of fact,“ volunteered the 
witness, I did not know that such a mun 
as Hagemann owned a jewelry store in my 
district, and that story about the request 
to Mahoney to find handy men’ to do the 
job is ridiculous.” 

“Just when was the first time that you 
heard anything about this burglary?” asked 
Attorney Rosenthal. 

It was about 8 o’clock in the morning 
of the day when it teok place that the desk 
sergeant on duty at the station called me up 
at my house and told me that a big safe- 
blowing had occurred. I asked something 
about it, then ate my breakfast in a hurry, 
and went directly to the station.“ 


Lavin’s Work on the Case. 

Now, then, tell the commissioners just 
what you did on the case,“ said the attorney. 

Inspector Lavin is short, and from the po- 
sition in which he was seated below the 
shadow of the commissioners’ desk he could 
searcely be seen. So he drew his chair back. 
shifted hie position, and, with a sigh, began 
the story. ‘ 

Before I did anything I asked who the 
policeman was on that post. The operator 
didn’t know, but he referred to the night 
sheets and found that Mahoney was the man. 
I left word at the station to have him come 
into my office as soon as he could be found, 
then hitched up my rig and drove. over to 
the Hagemann place to see just what had oc- 
curred. 

“I looked at the safe to see what kind of a 
job had been done and found that it was 
the work of experienced crooks. I talked to 
Hagemann and obtained a partial list of the 
jewels that had been taken, and after giving 
such orders as were necessary to ihe plain 
clothes men who were working on the case I 
returned to the station: 

It always has been my practice in every 
station in which I have been in command 
to keep tab personally on the plain clothes 
men working under me. I had them report 
to me both morning and evening on the im- 
portant cases on which they were working. 
I did so in this case, and in this way knew 
of each step in the work of searching for the 
thieves.”’ 

Policeman Implicated. 

“ Did anybody give you any information 
implicating any policeman in the burglary?” 

“Yes. A park policeman named Sand- 
strom told somebody living in the neighbor- 
hood that he had seen a policeman standing 
about the vicinity of the store on the night 
of the burglary. As soon as I heard this I 
sent for him and had him brought to the 
staion. I took the same action in the case 
ef ‘Carroll, the milkman, who said that he 
theught that he had seen a policeman there 
about the time of the explosion. When Car- 
roll got there, though, he said that he couldn't 
way whether it was a park policeman, a city 
policeman, or perhaps a street car conductor. 

“I wanted to make sure about the case, so 
I sent for Mahoney and had him sit in my 
office while Carroll walked past the door. 
Is that the man you saw?’ I asked him. He 
gaid that he couldn't identify him and couldn't 
even give a description of him. 

“The park policeman, however, sald that 
he had met Mahoney while he was talking 
Mahoney, he said, left the two 
men seated on a bench in the boulevard and 
walked over.to Wentworth avenue with him 
to take a drink. Sandstrom said that he

the order given by Wilkinson to Attorney 
Green he did so, he said, because it was one 
of the practices of the station never to re- 
turn property taken from a prisoner except 
to the prisoner himself, in order to avoid 
mistakes. The two jewels, he said, event- 
ually had been returned to Weber Bros. 

The case was adjourned until Monday 
morning after an agreement had been made 
to take the Sheehan affidavit at South Chi- 
cago tomorrow morning. . 


Ex-Chief on Stand.

GETS RECORDS OF CAPTAINS. 


Chief Collins Receives from the Merit 
Board Report Showing Officers’ 
Violation of Rules. 


The records of the ten police captains who, 
the civil service commission found, have not 
complied with regulations by visiting each of 
their stations at least once a week, were 
given to Chief Collins yesterday. 

Capt. P. D. O’Brien was found to have made 
19 calls at one station in 56 weeks; Capt. 
James Madden, 89 calls, 508 weeks; Capt. 
Stephen K. Healy, 15 calls, 50 weeks at one 
station, 19 calls in 50 weeks at another; Capt. 
John J. Mahoney, 20 calls, 44 weeks; Capt. 
Francis P. Barcal, 36 calls, 57 weeks. These 
figures are for the stations visited least by 
each captain and do not show the officer’s 
entire record in the matter. Other captains 
made better showings, but still failed to 
keep the rule. 

Commissioner Prentiss said the suggestion 
of the commission merely placed the matter 
„up to the chief to act.“

FIVE ROBBERS BEAT AGED MAN; 
OTHERS VICTIMS OF THIEVES. 


William Connors Is Seized and Dragged 
Into Alley—-Woman Held Up—

BAD FOOD ESCAPES MURRAY;

Inspector Warns Eastern City Carloads 
of Storage Chickens Are Coming— 
Meats Condemned at Stockyards. 


Two cars of cold storage chickens and over 
ten carloads of meat were condemned yester- 
day by Chief Food Inspector Fish *’ Mur- 
ray and his assistants, to say nothing of 
fifteen carcasses of diseased cattle and four 
calves. The condemnation of the chickens 
was due to private advices received by Mur- 
ray from Canada. When he learned that 
the lot had escaped him and was on the way 
to New York he notified the authorities there 
so they can catch the shipment at its destina- 
tion. 

From the cold storage district Murray 
turned his attention to the stockyards, and 
with Inspectors Wiesen, Mears, Frost, and 
Leary went to the third floor of the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger plant, where 
hams and bacon are put through a pickling 
process. The contents of 180 vats, each with 
a capacity of 1600 pounds, were condemned 
and tagged because the fluid was sour. An 
inspector was left to guard the meat. 

At the Henry Guth plant, 3049 Halsted 
street, fifteen carcasses of animals which 
Murray declared were unfit for food were con- 
demned. ‘This plant has no government in- 
spection.

portance. Last year he was appointed counsel for the legislative 
insurance investigating committee. The disclosures which resulted 
from his questions put to witnesses in that investigation caused a 
scandal that was the talk of the world, brought about important 
reforms in the insurance laws and made Mr. Hughes a national 
Mr. Hughes is 44 years old, has practiced law since 1384, 
when he was graduated from Columbia Law school, and has for 
some years been regarded as one of the ablest men in his profes- 
After his graduation from Brown university in 1881 he got 
an appolntment as professor of Greek at Delaware academy, but 
soon returned to New York. He was soop admitted into partner- 
ship by the late Walter S. Carter, whose daughter, Antoinette, Mr. 
Hughes married in 1888. Then he réceived an offer of a professor- 
ship at Cornell university, which he accepted, filling that post with 
On his return to New York in 18803 he 
entered into partnership once more with his father-in-law. This 
relation lasted until the death of Mr. Carter, not long ago. Since 
then the firm has been Hughes, Rounds & Schurman. Mr. Hughes 
has been a member of the republican party ever since he began 
to vote, but he has kept out of what is generally known as active 
He was nominated for mayor of New York by the repub- 
licans last year, but declined the nomination.

Jerome Fires Last Shot.

Jerome threw his last shotiinto the conven- 
tion at a conference of the anti-Hearst fac- 
tion.

Football Captain Dies from In- 
juries in Contest with 
“Scrubs,” | 


DOCTOR’S EFFORTS VAIN, 


Rupture of Blood Vessel in the 


Brain Cause; Faints in 
Gymnasium. 
Trenton, N. J., Sept. 28.—[ Special. }—John 


Kennedy of Troy, N. V., captain and right 
half back of the Lawrenceville football team, 


is dead as the result of injuries received this 


afternoon in a practice game between the 
varsity and scrub elevens. A ruptured blood 
vessel in the brain, which resulted from a 
scrimmage, was the cause. 

While making a long end run with the 
ball, Capt. Kennedy was downed heavily 
by a high tackle. Immediately several of the 
scrubs piled on to him. When the players 
ned up for the next scrimmage Kennedy 
complained of his hurts to such an extent 
that it was decided to withdraw him from 
the game. But neither he nor his companions 
thought at that time that he was seriously 
injured. 


‘Faint Precursor of Death. 


It was noticed that Kennedy kept his 
with difficulty and was — r 
though he was able to walk from the field 
to the gymnasium, and thence to the dressing 
There he fell in 
a faint and did not regain consciousness. 

A physician worked over the young man 
for thirty-five minutes, but at no time did 
he show signs of yielding to the treatment 
to revive him. A post-mortem examination 
showed that a, small blood vessel at the 
base of the brain had been broken. 

Capt. Kennedy was one of the most popular 
men in the school. He was actively identificd 
with several of its organizations and the 
undergraduate life in general. He was 19 
years of age and was preparing to enter 
Princeton university next fall. 


Deceased Son of Rich Man. 

Young Kennedy was a son of W. H. Ken- 
nedy, a wealthy merchant of 1620 Seventh 
avenue, Troy. Notification of the accident 
was sent to his family, which is spending the 
summer at ChippeWa bay, St. Lawrence 
county, N. T. 

The accident is likely to lessen the en- 
thusiasm for football at the institution. It 
was only the fourth practice of the season 
and was the day that signals were to have 
been tried.

Elder Cossum of Cincinnati, a former lieu- 
tenant of Voliva, has wired Parham a prom- 
ise of support, the latter said. Elder A. F. 
Lee, who resigned as Voliva’s ecclesiastical 
secretary; Deacon W. H. Peckham, former 
head of the Zion City bank; and Deacon A. 
Rogers, manager of Elijah hospice, are 
claimed as converts ‘by the new arrival. 
Voliva denounces them all. 

Adventists Seeking Converts. 

The Seventh Day Adventists are making a 
determined effort to gain converts among 
Dowie's old followers. Mrs. William Hotch- 
kiss, said to represent Frank Russell, a Penn- 
sylvania Adventist, is in the city, and has 
made a liberal offer to Receiver Hately to 
rent the tabernacle for a year. She was un- 
successful in this. Russell will visit the city 
in a few weeks. 

Miss Anna Crossby is a home talent proph- 
etess.

8,000 NEW VOTERS IN ON TIME. 


Naturalization Under Old Law Closes 
with Grand Rush in Fort Dear- 
born Building. 


The naturalization of approximately 8,000 
foreigners was concluded last evening in the 
Circuit and Superior courts as the result of 
ten days’ work of the republican and demo- 
cratic county central committees. This is 
the largest number ever naturalized in the 
city in so short a time. 

Nine judges in the Fort Dearborn building, 
with a force of clerks, and Judge Houston, in 
the Rand-MecNally building, worked until 12 
oe’ clock. 

Five thousand of the 8,000 naturalized are 
claimed by the democrats. 

A riot was narrowly averted. last eyening 
at the Fort Dearborn building when more 
than 3,000 persons, according to the police es- 
timate, ent there to take out naturalization 
papers .a the Superior court. Clerk Vail 
sent a call to the Central station for police- 
men, and before they could make the crowd 
form in line they were foreed to use their

The Rev. F. G. Ensign, for thirty-six years 
N “iat the northwest district of 
the American Sunday School union, died at 
his home, 213 North Sixty-fourth avenue, 
Oak Park, last evening. He had been ill for 
several weeks.

the Rev. Mr. Ensign was knoayn throughout 


the country, and it is estimated that 500 000 
children had been added to the Sunday 
school membership through his efforts.

In Chicago he was well known for his work 
in all religious lines, He was the leader in 
obtaining money to build the first Y.M.C. A.

He had 
been trustee of Beloſt college for the last nine 
years. 

He was born in Pennsylvania, sixty-nine 
years ago. He left a widow and the follow- 
ing children: Mrs. Irvine’ W. Johnstone. 
River Forest; Frank G. Ensign, Montpelier, 
Ind.: Louis W Ensign, Meadows, Idaho: Mrs. 
Aubrey Warren, Mrs. R. L. Rogers, and Miss 
Alice Ensign. The funeral will be held on

“A minister has to buy new books con- 
tinually to keep up with the times,“ said the 
editor. He has to buy new encyclopedias 
that he may not become a back number. 
And now President Roosevelt aspires to 
change the spelling. If this is done it will 
mean that the pastor will have to purchase 
a new dictionary, while the publisher reaps 
the harvest. 


Encounter Bartzen’s Rule. 

Hundreds of people were turned away 
from last night’s meeting. There were 
seats for less than half of the number who 
applied for admission. The ministers, for 
the. first time in the history of the confer- 
ence, came in contact with the iron bound 
rules of Building Inspector Bartzen’s men. 
The inspector on duty did more than emu- 
late his superior. He refused to let even 
the newspaper men and some of the well 
known ministers enter after he had been 
notified that there still were seats for a few 
persons.

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TURNSTILES. 

The turnstile nuisance has been slightly 
abated during the last year by the action of 
the city authorities in compelling the aboli- 
tion of turnstiles on the loop. The majority 
et the elevated stations in the city are still 
in need of improvement in this respect. Out- 
side the loop there are 120 stations on the 
different elevated railroads in the city, and 
neatly all of them use the turnstiles. At 
most stations one agent takes the fares for 
traine going in either direction. At others 
there is a separate agent for each track. 
These agente are called ticket sellers, but 
as they sell no tickets the name is at present 
a misnomer. The turnstile registers the 
number of persons whe pass through. At 
stations where thereis no turnstile the agent 
rings a cash register for each fare. At only 
a few stations tickets are sold, which are 
dropped into a glass box guarded by a 
“ticket chopper.” The object of each of 
these different systeme of registering the 
number of passengers is to protect the cou> 
panies from dishonest ticket sellers. 

The companies have a right to protect 
themselves. Have they a right tocompel the 
publie to ald them when the method adopted 
i@ a serious inconvenience to the public? 
That the words serious inconvenience” 
apply to the turnstile system eannet be 
denied and no attempt has been made to dis- 
pute it. Persons with bundles, satchels, or 
children entitled to ride free find their way 
obstructed by the narrow passage and the 
barrier across it, and it sometinies requires 
ingenuity to get the impedimenta over, 
under, or through thé turastile, It is use-. 
Wen fo say that people should not carry

‘bundles. This is an American custom which 


ie made imperative by the extent of the 
elty and other conditions. Even persons 
without bundles often find the ticket seller 
exasperatingly slow in releasing the gate 
after the fare is paid. The elevated roads 
earry 120,000,000 passengers a year and not 
une of them approves of the turnstile. 

The solution of the problem which amply 
protects the companies and at the same time 
disturbs the public as little as possible has 
deen found in New York. It is the system of 
tickets and ticket choppers. It may be ob- 
served in operation at some of the loop sta- 
tions. The passenger on paying fare is 
given @ ticket, which is immediately after- 
ward dropped into a glass box, from which 
it is allowed by the ticket chopper to fall 
into @ receptacie below. The receipts of 
the ticket office must tally with the number 
of tickets. The system has the advantage 
of giving the passengers and the company 
additional protection against rowdies and 
holdup men. It has the disadvantage of 
costing the company something for wages. 

‘There are 120 stations on the elevated 
roads outside the loop. The roads average 
one million passengers u year for each sta- 
tion. Is there not enough profit in one 
milion passengers to pay for one helper at 
each station? Or must the million be in- 
couvenienced so that the company may save 
wages? The companies owe something to 
the public. It is corporate disregard for the 
comfort or rather for the rights of the publie 
that alone gives a spark of vitality to the 
municipal ownership idea.

More Power for Auditor. 

“In my opinion the auditer should be 
clothed with discretionary power in the mat- 
ter of issuing certificates of organization, 
Under the present act, whenever the full 
amount authorized has been paid in and dedi- 
cated to the business of the bank and the 
fees and expenses have been paid the auditor 
ig required to issue a certificate, under his 
seal, authorizing the bank to eommence busi- 
ness.

The right of the auditer to intervene en- 
ists only when the capital steck has become 
impaired. In many cases it is then too late. 
His powers should be extended. Whenever 
an examination discloses that the business 
of a bank is being conducted in a reckless, 
fraudulent, or illegal manner he should have 
the power to take summary proceedings. No

Frowns on Branch Banking. 

“Every uniawful scheme through which 
depositors ate defrauded or the public is 
wronged tends to weaken confidence, and 
every failure more or less affects it. Branch 
benking, in every form and under what- 
ever pretense, should be expressly prohibit- 
ed. Since I have been in office several at- 
tempts have been made to inaugurate branch 
banking. The question is one which has 
never been paseed upon by our Supreme 
court. Until the question is passed upon by 
our Bupreme court nch banking, in so far 
as lam able to do it, Will be prohibited. 

“Private banks should be placed under 
state supervision. The right is unquestioned 
Our Supreme court, in a number of cases, 
has held that the business of a banker, like 
that of an innkeeper or common carrier, is 
affected with the public interest and therefore 
subject to public regulation.

Schwarsschild & Sulsberger and of 
Taking Over Armour 4 Co, Cirea~ 
lated—Report of Chicago and Hast- 
ern Illinois—Many Companies De- 
clare Dividends — Sears-Rodback 
Shares Continue at One Price, 97.

Swift & Co. shares continue to monopolize 
interest on the local stock exchange. Among 
the rumors which may be noted was one 
that Mr. Sulsberger of Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger finally had decided to sell his holdings 
to Swift & Co. and that the shares of the lat- 
ter corporation were being advanced with a 
view to, making the rights attractive, 
there being prospectively a new issue of 
stock. 

The Boston news bureau declares that Mr. 
Sulzberger owns 51 per cent of Schwarzchild 
& Sulzberger and is utterly opposed to selling 
the business to Swift & Co. The latter com- 
pany controls 45 per cent of Schwarzschild 
stock, acording to the same authority. 

Whatever may be the facts in the case, it 

may be noted that the capital stock of 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger is $4,873,400 out- 
standing. While the company pays but 4 
per cent dividends, its last annual report 
credited it with a surplus of $4,972,089. The 
book value of the stock, therefore, is 222. If 
the stock not now controlled by Swift & Co. 
weré all to be purchased and 4 price of $250 
a share paid it would mean an outlay of $6,- 
"600,000, or an increase of 13 per cent in the 
present capital of $50,000,000. Swift & Co. 
stock closed yesterday at 110%. At a price 
of 120 the right to subscribe at par for $6,500,- 
000 of new stock would make the average 
cost of stock purchased at 120 for rights 
$94.70 a share.
